BRUNO WALTER'S DAUGHTER 
SHOT TO DEATH BY HUSBAND 


Conductor's: Son-in-Law, a Refugee 
From Germany, Then Kills 
Self at Zurich. 


ZURICH, Switzerland, Aug. 21 
(AP).—The killing of the daugh- 


ter of Bruno ‘Walter, famous con- 
ductor and refugee from Germany, 


by her husband who then com- 
mitted suicide, was disclosed here 
today. 

Police announced last Friday that 
a “foreign architect” had commit- 
ted suicide after killing his wife, 
but it did not become known the 
woman was Walter’s daughter until 
today when he canceled at the last 
minute an engagement to lead the 
Mozart music festival at Lucerne. 
It was announced that Arturo Tos- 
eanini, Italian conductor, had 
agreed to substitute for Walter. 

The woman’s husband, a Ger- 
man non-Jewish refugee named 
Neppach, killed himself in his 
apartment after firing two revolver 
shots into her body, the announce- 
ment said. The bodies were found 
by police who heard the shots. 

Walter, an admirer of the for- 
mer Austrian Chancellor, Kurt 
Schuschnigg, became a French citi- 
zen after Germany absorbed Aus-

Arthur H, Bender, shoe salesman, 
who participated in an ingenious 
scheme to collect $22,000 in excess 
commissions from Endicott-John- 
son Corporation, New York shoe 
manufacturing firm, was sentenced 
today to a year and a day in a 
Federal reformatory by United 
States District Judge John Caskig¢ 


Collet. Bender pleaded no contest 
to a mail fraud indictment. 

After Bender and his attorney, 
Bryan Purteet, had pleaded for 
leniency, Judge Collet remarked 
that he “did not think probation 
could be reasonably considered.” 
Bender, in his plea to the Court, 
said he had achieved the distinc- 
tion of being one of the “best shoe

The indictment alleges that the 
fraud grew out of an arrangement 
whereby the firm would receive 25 
per cent on all savings effected 
through refunding operations in 
1936 and 1937. 

The Government alleged that 
Waguespack, as a member of the 
board, “urged and influenced other 
members of the board” from which 
Shushan had shortly before _re- 
tire’ as president to accept’ the 
plan, and that the fee charged the 
board “was exorbitant and. far in 
excess of the value” of services 
rendered, inasmuch as the de- 
fendants pretended there had been 
a $2,000,000 saving, whereas ac-

Adding that Peckelsheim had 
said such donations had been made 
to other educational institutions, 
Scherman declared:

How Offer Was Made.

GERNANY’S HAND 
STRENGTHENED BY 
SOVIET TRADE PA 


Will Get Raw Materials 
Needed for Preparedness 
in Barter Agreement 
Signed in Moscow. 


BERLIN, Aug. 21 (AP).—Politi- 
cal and economic sources said to- 
day the new German-Soviet Rus- 
sia trade agreement probably would 
give the Nazis access to much 
needed materials for strengthening 
Germany’s hand in Europe’s power 
politics. 

The treaty was disclosed yester- 
day and declarations that Ger- 
many’s “day of reckoning” with 
Poland over the Danzig situation 
is approaching. 

Headlines that. “German  pa- 
tience” is fast being exhausted by 
“Polish insolence,” and that Poland 
“still has five minutes for -reflec- 
tion,” submerged news of the com- 
mercial agreement. 

In informed quarters, however, a 
sharp upturn in commercial rela- 
tions between Germany and Russia 
was forecast, particularly because 
Germany’s capacity to absorb Rus- 
sian raw materials is without limit. 

Negotiations Long Under Way. 

In the face of what she charges 
is “encirclement” by Great Britain 
and France, Nazi Germany forgot 
ideological differences to conclude 
the barter trade pact with Commu- 
nistic Russia. 

Last Thursday a Warsaw com- 
munique announced that Poland 
and Germany had i concluded 
“favorably” negotiations fixing new 
trade quotas between the two na- 
tions for September, October and 
November. 

(In Moscow, announcement of the 
agreement at a time when military 
staff talks are under way with 
Britain and France surprised diplo- 
matic circles, but informed observ- 
ers were cautious in speculation 
on its consequences. It was point- 
ed out the trade negotiations bezan 
long before the military staff talks 
were announced.) 

The treaty provides for an ex- 

change of German machinery and 
other highly specialized German in- 
dustrial products for’ what the 
Nazis need badly, especially for 
preparedness — Soviet ore, raw 
chemicals, lumber, gasoline and oil. 
To this end, the Nazis gave Rus- 
sia an $80,000,000 credit, while the 
Soviet Union promised to deliver 
within two years $72,000,000 worth 
of her products. 
German authorities said trade be- 
tween the two nations had shriveled 
from approximately $320,000,000 un- 
der a revolving credit arrangement 
initiated in 1926 to less than $40,000,- 
000 last year, 


Pravda Says Political Relations 
Now May Be Improved. 

MOSCOW, Aug. 21 (AP).—A pre-

NEGRO INJURED IN CLASH 
WITH MOB IN JERSEY CITY 


Disturbance Follows Auto Accident 
in Which Car Jumped Curb, 
but Missed Pedestrian. 


JERSEY CITY, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
Joel Robertson, a Negro, 22 years 
old, was seriously injured last night 
in a fight between six Negroes and 
100 white men, following an auto- 
mobile mishap in the heart of this 
city’s Italian section. 

Police-Lieutenant Curtin told the 


following story of the fight: 

Robertson and his 14-year-old 
brother, Moses, drove an acquaint- 
ance, Lee Hills, 22, to see his fiancee. 
They picked up another friend aft- 
er-dropping Hills, and started away. 
The car jumped the curb accident- 
ally, narrowly missing a man, his 
wife and their child. 

Eighty whites stormed the car, 

smashed windows, ripped Moses’ 
shirt and punched Joel. Police dis- 
persed the crowd and took Robert- 
son to a police station, where the 
pedestrian refused to press charges 
against Robertson, 
vobertson returned to the scene 
of the accident for his car, accom- 
panied by six Negro friends, As 
they neared the machine, 100 whites 
set on them with clubs, bottles and 
pool cues.

POLISH DELEGATION 
IN DANZIG FOR TALK 


Technical ‘Questions Arising 
From Customs Control 
to Be Discussed. 


DANZIG, Aug. 21 (AP)—A Pol- 
ish Government delegation arrived 
here today to discuss technical 
questions arising from the problem 
of Polish customs control in the 
Free City. 

Arrival of the delegation followed 
conferences between Arthur Greis- 
er, president of the Danzig Senate, 
and Marian Chodacki, Polish Com- 
missioner-General, over the number 


and competence of Polish customs 
inspectors in Danzig. 

Poland has refused to permit the 
export of Danzig margarine to Po- 
land until the Senate takes meas- 
ures to assure respect for the func- 
tion of Polish customs control in 
Danzig, which is within the Polish 
customs administration. 

Nazi District Leader Albert For- 
ster proclaimed yesterday before a 
crowd of 5000 that “the hour ap- 
proaches” for solution of the Dan- 
zig problem. He predicted victory 
for Danzigers who wish the Free 
City rejoined to Germany. 

“The hour approaches now,” he 
told a party rally in suburban Lang- 
fuhr. “When it comes we will win.” 

About 3000 members of various 
uniformed formations—some carry- 
ing rifles—and some 2000 civilians 
stood in the hot sunshine listening 
to Forster. 

“We stand together in this seri- 
ous hour and our soldiers also 
stand together,” Forster said. 

“We know what stands before 
us,” 

Recalls Czechoslovakia, 


Forster told of the “solution of 
the Sudeten problem” and the ab- 
sorption of Czechoslovakia “with- 
out the firing of one shot.” 

“Now,” he said, “the problems 
are the Corridor and Danzig. These 
problems the Fuehrer will also 
solve.” 

He said the Poles had indulged in 
“unashamed insolence” in rejecting 
Hitler’s proposals for solving the 
Danzig problem. 

“The most prominent men in Po- 
land say now that they will destroy 
Germany and will reorganize Mid- 
dle Europe. 

“We have watched this very pa-

Two Upper Floors of Four- 
Story Structure at 107 N. 
Main Burned Out. 


Fire, discovered at 8:15 o'clock 
last night, burned out the two up- 
iper floors of an old four-story 
‘building at 107 North Main street, 
lrecently acquired by the Federal 
‘Government as part of the river- 
ifront memorial site.

SAVINGS PROBLEM IN MISSOURI. 


State Finance Commissioner Holt gave Missouri a 
piece of news the other day which has not had the 
attention it deserves. This was his announcement 
| that on June 30, 1939, Missouri had 16 fewer banks 
land trust companies than a year ago. 
| This means not only that 16 banks decided it was 
'po longer worth keeping open. It means that there 
| are 16 fewer places to which Missourians may take 
their savings week by week for aecumulation over 


‘the years. It means that the old-fashioned habit of 


thrift, already too little practiced, is still further 


undermined. 
What are the banks to do about savings? In the 


words of W. Randolph Burgess, vice-chairman of the 
hoard of the National City Bank of New WVork, it is 
“one of the toughest and biggest problems of the 
hanking business.” Interest rates on savings in com- 
mercial banks have gone down until the depositor 
now has a safe place to keep his money and little 
more. Banks, however, cannot be blamed for bringing 
interest rates in line with decreased earnings. Banks 
cannot earn two per cent on savings and pay de- 


positors three. 
Yet the banks cannot fai] to recognize that they,

Much credit 
goes to the milk control program, parochial school 
health supervision, the pneumonia serum and study 
project, venereal disease control and free immuniza- 
tion against diphtheria. 

Pointing out that St. Louis enjoyed “its healthiest 
year” in 1938, Dr. Bredeck is moved to add that the 
'city has become such a health center thousands flock 
here for treatment, with the result that the records 
incluue 2000 non-resident’ deaths. These additional 
deaths drop St. Louis from seventh place in the 
healthy city list to a tie for ninth with salubrious 
San Francisco in sunny California. 
| But he also cites the black marks—need for more 
nurses, 20-year delay in enlarging Koch hospital for 
the neglected tuberculous, the fetid slums and the 
thousands of malnutrition sufferers on relief or in 
need of relief.

EING so familiar with the Red 
B cross and its good works in 

this country, some of us may, 
in our insular way, have the idea 
that this great humanitarian 
agency, which observes its seventy- 
fifth birthday in 62 member na- 
tions tomorrow, was founded in 
this country. It wasn’t. Not as 
a war-time relief agency, anyway, 
although its peacetime program was 
given its first impetus by an Amer- 
ican woman, Clara Barton. 


Not until 1882 did Miss Barton 
succeed in founding an American 
branch of the International Red 
Cross Society with governmental 
participation in the Geneva Con- 
vention as established in Geneva 
in 1864. 

The story of Clara Barton’s one- 
woman crusade to enlist the United 
States in a world-wide covenant 
of mercy is always an inspiring 
one. A former New England school 
teachers, she became a _ volunteer 
worker for the wounded in the 
Civil War. She labored independ- 
ently without associating herself 
with the United States Sanitary 
Commission, but so effectively that 
her services made her a national 
figure. 


On that score, while in Geneva 
récovering from a breakdown due 
to her war labors, she was visited 
by officers of the International 
Red Cross asking why the United 
States did not join the movement. 
As a result of this meeting and 
her subsequent work with the Red 
Cross in the Franco-Prussian war, 
she came home determined to win 
the co-operation of her Govérn- 
ment. But traditional reluctance 
of this Government and people to 
participate in international agree- 
ments involving treaties with Eu- 
ropean Powers blocked her efforts. 
Finding the State Department op- 
posed, she concentrated on inter- 
esting three Presidents in _ suc- 
cession, Grant, Hayes and Gar- 
field, with no success until a few 
days before his death, President 
Garfield promised support. It was 
his successor, President Arthur, 
who signed the covenant which 
has been adhered to ever since

to the wounded without distinction 
of nationality.”
